Mark  Tishler,  Jr. 

May  31, 1922  -  May  1,  1995 

Longtime  Boston  Symphony  volunteer  and  Overseer  Mark 
Tishler,  who  lent  his  advertising  and  public  relations  expertise  to 
the  Musical  Marathon  and  such  corporate  fund-raising  events  as 
"Presidents  at  Pops"  and  "A  Company  Christmas  at  Pops,"  died 
last  month  at  the  JML  Care  Center  in  Falmouth,  Massachusetts. 
Born  in  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  Mr.  Tishler  was  a  graduate  of 
Union  College  in  Schenectady,  New  York,  and  served  in  the 
Army  during  World  War  II.  He  began  his  career  in  the 
advertising  field  with  the  H.J.  Heinz  Company  in  Pittsburgh 
before  moving  to  Boston  in  1954  to  work  as  an  account  executive 
for  the  Batten,  Barten,  Durstin,  Orbin  Advertising  Agency,  a 
position  he  held  until  1976.  An  avid  sailor,  he  lived  in  Wellesley  and  Weston  before  moving  to 
Falmouth  upon  his  retirement  in  1976.  In  the  fall  of  that  year,  Mark  Tishler  began  his  long  and 
productive  relationship  with  the  Boston  Symphony,  joining  the  committee  planning  the  1977 
Musical  Marathon  and  assuming  responsibility  for  producing  the  Marathon  catalog.  Mark  was 
also  involved  in  the  BSO's  Corporate  Development  program  from  its  inception,  working  on 
publicity  and  the  program  books  for  both  "Presidents  at  Pops,"  initiated  in  1982,  and  "A 
Company  Christmas  at  Pops,"  which  started  the  following  year.  He  especially  enjoyed  being 
part  of  the  "artistic  administration"  of  these  events,  suggesting  and  even  securing  guest  artists 
for  some  of  the  performances.  In  1985,  Mark  Tishler  became  the  first  person  to  be  awarded  a 
gold  "105  Percent  Pin"  by  WCVB-TV  Channel  5  for  his  exemplary  community  service.  He  also 
worked  actively  for  the  Wang  Center  for  the  Performing  Arts,  Heritage  Plantation  of 
Sandwich,  and  Falmouth  Hospital.  A  more  recent  interest  was  "Skating  in  the  Park,"  a  group 
formed  to  fund  public  skating  at  Boston  Common.  In  addition  to  his  wife  Nancy,  Mark  Tishler 
leaves  a  daughter  (Joan  Tishler  Edgarton),  two  sons  (Peter  Morrow  Martin  and  Arthur  Earl 
Martin),  and  eight  grandchildren.

George  Opera  Company.  A  regular  featured  soloist 
with  the  Concord  Symphony  Band,  Ms.  French  also 
performs  with  Brown  Bag  Opera  Company,  which 
brings  condensed  operas  to  schoolchildren  through¬ 
out  Massachusetts.  She  is  on  the  faculty  of  Boston 
Conservatory  of  Music's  Special  Programs  and  is 
soprano  soloist  at  St.  Andrew's  Episcopal  Church  in 
Wellesley  and  Temple  Emmanuel  in  Marblehead. 

Mezzo-soprano  Eleanor  Kelley  recently  made  her 
debut  at  New  York's  Avery  Fisher  Hall,  as  a  soloist  in 
Handel's  Dixit  Dominus  with  Boston's  Handel  & 
Haydn  Society.  She  went  on  to  complete  a  national 
tour  of  that  program,  which  was  led  by  Christopher 
Hogwood.  Locally,  Ms.  Kelley  has  sung  with  Boston 
Baroque,  Dedham  Choral  Society,  Harvard /Radcliffe 
Chorale,  Coro  Allegro,  Chorus  pro  Musica,  and  the 
Nashua  (New  Hampshire)  Symphony.  Equally  at 
home  on  the  operatic  stage,  Ms.  Kelley  has  numerous 
engagements  for  1995,  including  Prince  Orlovsky  in 
Die  Fledermaus,  the  title  role  in  Holst's  Savitri,  Siebel 
in  Gounod's  Faust,  and  Grisostoma  in  the  U.S.  pre¬ 
miere  of  Telemann's  Don  Quichotte  with  the  Boston 
Classical  Orchestra  under  Harry  Ellis  Dickson.  She 
recently  performed  the  role  of  the  Sorceress  in 
Purcell's  Dido  and  Aeneas  with  Boston  Baroque  and 
has  also  sung  with  Santa  Fe  Opera,  Cincinnati  Opera, 
and  the  Evansville  (Indiana)  Opera,  among  others.  In 
1994,  Ms.  Kelley  was  a  finalist  and  prize-winner  in  the 
Oratorio  Society  of  New  York's  Solo  Competition  held 
in  Weill  Recital  Hall  at  Carnegie  Hall.  Ms.  Kelley  holds 
her  master's  degree  from  New  England  Conservatory; 
she  teaches  in  NEC's  Preparatory  Division  and  at  the 
University  of  Massachusetts,  Boston  Harbor  Campus. 


Baritone  David  Murray  recently  returned  from  his 
second  European  tour  with  Theatre  Lyrique  D'Europe, 
this  time  as  Count  Almaviva  in  Le  Nozze  di  Figaro.  He 
has  also  performed  with  Boston  Lyric  Opera,  the 
Handel  &  Haydn  Society,  Boston  Academy  of  Music, 
Longwood  Opera,  Lake  George  Opera  Festival, 
Central  City  Opera,  Eugene  Opera,  Glimmerglass 
Opera,  the  Concord  Chorale,  the  Nashua  Symphony 
Orchestra,  and  the  Denver  Symphony  Orchestra.  He 
made  his  European  debut  in  1992,  singing  Figaro  in 
Rossini's  II  barbiere  di  Siviglia,  and  Marcello  in 
Puccini's  La  bohbne.  More  recent  roles  include  Ger- 
mont  in  La  traviata  with  Michigan's  Opera  Lenawee, 
Dr.  Malatesta  in  Don  Pasquale  with  Connecticut 
Concert  Opera,  and  the  title  role  in  Mendelssohn's 
Elijah  with  the  Heritage  Chorale.  Mr.  Murray  received 
both  his  bachelor's  and  master's  degrees  from  the 
New  England  Conservatory.  A  winner  of  the  1990

Baritone  Robert  Honeysucker  has  received  interna¬ 
tional  acclaim  for  his  performances  in  opera  and  in 
concert.

In  1986,  Mr.  Honeysucker  opened  the 
Great  Woods  Festival  with  a  performance  with  the 
Pittsburgh  Symphony  conducted  by  Michael  Tilson 
Thomas.  He  has  performed  as  a  guest  artist  with 
orchestras  throughout  the  United  States,  including 
the  Boston  Symphony  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestras. 
In  1993,  he  was  featured  with  the  Boston  Pops 
Esplanade  Orchestra  conducted  by  John  Williams  in 
the  annual  July  Fourth  concert.  He  also  sang  in  a  series 
of  opera  concerts  in  the  Middle  East  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  Cesare  Alfiere  of  La  Scala  Opera,  Milan.  The 
1995-96  season  brings  performances  with  Lyric  Opera 
of  Kansas  City,  Boston  Lyric  Opera,  the  Masterworks 
Chorale,  and  the  Boston  Symphony.  The  recipient  of 
numerous  awards,  Mr.  Honeysucker  is  on  the  facul¬ 
ties  of  the  Boston  Conservatory  and  the  Longy  School 
of  Music.

For  more  than  a  century,  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  has  served  as  a  flagship  of  musical  activity  in  Boston 
and  throughout  the  world.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  BOSTON  POPS 


The  price  of  the  beer,  the  Boston  Transcript  complained, 
was  too  high  -  ten  cents  a  glass.  A  ticket  went  for  a 
quarter.  "The  Programme  for  these  Concerts,"  the 
Boston  Symphony  assured  its  public,  "will  be  made  up 
largely  of  light  music  of  the  best  class..."  So  on  Satur¬ 
day  evening,  July  11,  1885,  a  large  and  fashionable 
crowd  -  too  large,  in  fact,  for  the  number  of  tables  and 
waiters  -  showed  up  at  the  old  Boston  Music  Hall  for 
the  first-ever  Music  Hall  Promenade  Concert.  The 
founder  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  Henry 
Lee  Higginson,  had  proposed  this  new  series  in  the 
hope  of  recreating  the  ambience  of  summer  evenings 
in  the  concert  gardens  in  Vienna,  where  he  had  been  a 
music  student.  (He  also  wanted  to  provide  summer 
employment  for  the  members  of  the  Boston  Sym¬ 
phony,  who  at  that  point  had  to  search  for  other  work 
six  months  out  of  the  year.)  Certainly  the  strait-laced 
Boston  public  understood  that  it  was  being  offered 
the  chance  to  relax  in  a  fantasy  of  European  pleasures 
-  though  nothing  so  daring  as  the  model  of  a  Parisian 
cafe-concert  might  have  suggested.  "More  than  a  'sea- 
change'  has  come  over  Music  Hall,"  the  Boston  Globe 
reported  the  following  day.  "The  statue  of  Beethoven, 
which  has  witnessed  many  a  strange  sight,  looked  out 
last  evening  on  a  summer  garden  scene  as  Teutonic  as 
though  Boston  were  in  [the]  Fatherland." 

In  fact,  the  Boston  Symphony  explicitly  promised  that 
the  Promenade  Concerts  would  emulate  those  con¬ 
ducted  in  Berlin  by  Benjamin  Bilse.  The  first  program, 
conducted  by  Adolf  Neuendorff,  included  a  novelty 
number  titled  An  Evening  with  Bilse,  which  humorously 
tossed  together  scraps  of  Beethoven  and  Strauss, 
Wagner  and  Weber,  the  better  to  represent  "a  Bilse 
Concert  in  a  condensed  form."  Everything  else  on  the 
program  was  European  as  well,  from  Rossini's  William 
Tell  Overture  to  Suppe's  overture  to  Morning,  Noon 
and  Night  in  Vienna.  Given  this  immersion  in  gemiit- 
lichkeit,  the  audience  at  the  first  Promenade  Concert 
could  not  have  imagined  that  it  was  launching  a 
peculiarly  American  tradition.  Although  the  format 
of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra's  concerts  remains  strik¬ 
ingly  similar  to  the  original  of  110  years  ago  -  there  are 
still  three  sections  divided  by  two  intermissions,  with 
the  evening's  heaviest  piece  sandwiched  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  -  the  character  of  much  of  the  music  has  changed, 
as  has  the  event's  character  as  a  whole.  "The  Pops 
began  as  a  copy  of  a  German  institution,"  as  critic 
Richard  Dyer  wrote  in  1985,  "but  within  its  first  cen¬ 
tury  it  has  become  one  of  the  things  that  define  our 
American  experience." 

How  did  the  change  happen?  In  part,  it  came  about 
because  the  audience  took  so  readily  to  the  series.  A 
week  after  the  first  Promenade  Concert,  the  Transcript 
reported  that  a  newcomer  to  Boston  would  have 
assumed  that  the  concerts  had  been  running  for  years. 


By  the  time  the  concerts  had  been  running  for  a  few 
years,  the  Boston  Advertiser  could  write  (in  1913)  that 
"The  Pops  is  an  established  institution."  (The 
Advertiser  added  that  the  Pops,  "like  Santa  Claus  and 
mosquitoes,"  was  "peculiar  to  a  certain  season  of  the 
year.")  As  the  audience  began  to  sense  an  ownership 
of  the  Promenade  Concerts,  its  behavior  became  less 
Viennese  and  more  American  -  especially  at  the 
annual  concerts  given  for  Tufts,  MIT,  and  Harvard, 
which  in  general  were  indistinguishable  from  pep  ral¬ 
lies.  Another  reason  for  the  increasing  Americanness  of 
Pops  was  the  development  of  American  music  itself 
in  the  1890s  -  a  development  that  both  aided  the  con¬ 
certs  and  was  aided  by  them.  As  the  operetta  in 
America  slowly  turned  into  the  Broadway  musical, 
pieces  by  composers  such  as  Victor  Herbert  turned  up 
more  and  more  frequently  on  the  program.  So,  too,  did 
the  works  of  the  "March  King,"  John  Philip  Sousa, 
most  notably  his  1897  composition  The  Stars  and  Stripes 
Forever!  By  1899,  the  orchestra  had  adopted  Stars  and 
Stripes  as  the  regular  finale  for  the  Promenade  Con¬ 
certs  -  a  reflection,  in  part,  of  the  recent  patriotic  fervor 
over  the  Spanish- American  War,  and  of  a  more  local 
enthusiasm  over  the  ascension  of  a  Harvard  man, 
Teddy  Roosevelt,  to  the  White  House.  Finally,  there 
was  an  eventual  change  in  the  leadership  of  the 
Promenade  Concerts  -  which  in  1900  officially  became 
known  as  the  Pops.  The  early  conductors  of  the  Boston 
Pops  were  of  European  background,  beginning  with 
Adolf  Neuendorff.  A  prominent  opera  conductor,  he 
had  led  the  American  premieres  of  Wagner's  Lohengrin 
and  Die  Walkiire  and  was  an  active  composer  of 
operettas  for  the  German-language  theater  in  New 
York.  Neuendorff  came  from  outside  the  ranks  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra;  most  of  the  conductors 
who  followed  him  came  from  within  the  BSO.  Among 
them  were  Timothee  Adamowski,  a  distinguished 
violinist  and  chamber  musician;  Max  Zach,  who  later 
became  conductor  of  the  St.  Louis  Symphony  Orches¬ 
tra;  and  Gustav  Strube,  a  prolific  composer,  who  heard 
fifteen  of  his  orchestral  works  performed  by  the  BSO 
and  later  became  the  first  conductor  of  the  Baltimore 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  director  of  the  Peabody 
Conservatory. 

This  European  line  came  to  an  end  with  the  tenure  of 
the  Italian  composer  and  pianist  Alfredo  Casella  in 
1927-29.  According  to  Richard  Dyer,  Casella  "made  the 
only  great  mistake  in  the  Pops'  history:  He  sought  to 
elevate  the  audiences."  Although  he  programmed 
popular  pieces  such  as  Gershwin's  brand-new  An 
American  in  Paris,  he  also  performed  entire  symphonies 
by  Beethoven  and  even  works  by  contemporary 
avant-garde  composers  such  as  Arthur  Honegger.  The 
public  complained  loudly  enough  that  the  BSO's 
management  declined  to  renew  Casella's  contract. 
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Instead,  the  BSO  again  turned  to  one  of  its  own,  a  35- 
year-old  violist  who  had  been  playing  with  the  orches¬ 
tra  since  1915.  His  name  was  Arthur  Fiedler,  and  he 
would  not  only  lead  the  Boston  Pops  for  the  next  fifty 
years  but  would  complete  its  transformation.  By  the 
time  of  his  death  in  1979,  the  Boston  Pops  would  be  a 
national  institution  in  America,  a  musical  ambassador 
abroad,  and  the  most-recorded  orchestra  in  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  and  trained  in  Germany,  Fiedler  first 
led  the  Pops  in  Symphony  Hall  as  a  replacement  dur¬ 
ing  the  1926  season,  following  the  resignation  of  con¬ 
ductor  Agide  Jacchia.  By  then,  Fiedler  had  already 
demonstrated  his  ambition  by  forming  the  Fiedler 
Sinfonietta,  a  chamber  orchestra  composed  of  Boston 
Symphony  members.  After  the  success  of  his  first  Pops 
concert,  Fiedler  asked  to  be  named  the  permanent 
conductor  -  an  appointment  that  instead  went  to 
Alfredo  Casella.  Undaunted,  Fiedler  decided  to  orga¬ 
nize  and  conduct  his  own  five-week  series  of  popular 
concerts.  He  would  even  go  the  Boston  Symphony  one 
better  by  performing  the  concerts  outdoors  and  for 
free.  On  July  4,  1929,  Fiedler  inaugurated  a  series  that 
continues  to  this  day,  now  under  the  Boston  Sym¬ 
phony's  auspices:  the  Esplanade  Concerts,  which  are 
held  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River.  Although 
the  prospect  of  a  large  gathering  had  worried  the 
police,  nothing  so  dangerous  as  those  old  Harvard 
reunions  at  Symphony  Hall  took  place  that  night. 
Fiedler  opened  with  The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever!, 
closed  with  Victor  Herbert's  American  Fantasy,  and  in 
between  played  selections  by  Johann  Strauss,  Sigmund 
Romberg,  Dvorak,  Verdi,  and  Wagner.  This  was  the 
kind  of  program  that  audiences  wanted  from  Casella 
and  had  not  been  getting,  and  the  response  was 
ecstatic.  After  Casella' s  departure,  the  BSO  offered 
Fiedler  a  three-year  contract,  to  begin  with  the  1930 
Pops  season.  For  the  first  time  in  what  was  already  a 
45-year  history,  the  concerts  would  be  led  by  an 
American-born  conductor. 

From  the  very  beginning,  Fiedler  made  his  breadth  of 
taste  known  by  programming  the  kind  of  music  that 
was  then  described  as  "symphonic  jazz."  His  inaugu¬ 
ral  concert  included  not  only  an  opera  overture, 
Ravel's  Bolero  (then  only  a  year  old),  and  selections 
from  Romberg's  latest  Broadway  hit,  but  also  some¬ 
thing  racier  -  "Strike  Up  the  Band,"  played  as  an 
encore.  An  audience  member  wrote  in  protest  to  the 
Boston  Herald: 

Since  when  has  it  become  necessary  for  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  which  is  rated  as 
one  of  the  best  in  the  world,  to  stoop  to  jazz  in 
order  to  draw  an  audience  out  of  the  city  reputed 
to  be  the  center  of  culture?  Mr.  Fiedler  is  show¬ 
ing  remarkably  poor  judgment  and  taste  by 
including  such  numbers  as  "Strike  Up  the  Band." 


Such  responses  did  not  prevent  Fiedler  from  pro¬ 
gramming  the  same  composer's  Rhapsody  in  Blue, 
turning  it  into  a  perennial  favorite  of  the  Boston  Pops. 

In  addition  to  moving  the  Boston  Pops  repertoire 
beyond  its  origins  in  European  light  classical  music, 
Fiedler  also  moved  the  orchestra  into  another  field  of 
popular  culture:  recordings.  In  a  three-day  marathon, 
from  July  1  through  July  3, 1935,  Fiedler  led  the  Boston 
Pops  in  its  first  recordings,  for  the  RCA  Victor  label. 
Among  the  forty  compositions  recorded  on  those  days 
was  a  tune  by  Jacob  Gade,  "Jalousie,"  which  Fiedler 
had  recently  plucked  out  of  a  sheet-music  bin  for  fif¬ 
teen  cents.  "Jalousie"  became  the  first  Victor  record  - 
and  also  the  first  orchestral  record  -  to  sell  more  than 
a  million  copies.  In  one  stroke,  Fiedler  had  reached  an 
unprecedentedly  large  audience  while  literally  estab¬ 
lishing  an  identity  for  his  ensemble.  Until  those 
recording  sessions,  the  musicians  had  been  known 
simply  as  "the  orchestra  of  the  Pops  concerts."  It  was 
not  until  RCA  Victor  needed  a  name  for  the  label  that 
a  "Boston  Pops  Orchestra"  was  born. 

Over  the  ensuing  years,  Fiedler  maintained  the  fame 
of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  by  showcasing  the  work 
of  young  American  composers  and  arrangers,  such  as 
Leroy  Anderson  and  Morton  Gould;  by  featuring 
young  American  soloists,  such  as  Earl  Wild,  as  guest 
artists;  and  by  making  astute  use  of  the  media.  Local 
radio  broadcasts  of  the  Boston  Pops  concerts  began  in 
1952;  Boston  Pops  radio  broadcasts  were  nationally 
syndicated  each  week  from  1962  to  1992.  The  national 
public  television  program  Evening  at  Pops  was 
launched  in  1969,  as  a  joint  production  of  WGBH-TV 
in  Boston  and  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra.  In 
combination  with  Fiedler's  enormous  discography,  his 
exhausting  touring  schedule,  and  his  roguishly  avun¬ 
cular  public  image.  Evening  at  Pops  kept  the  conduc¬ 
tor  and  his  ensemble  before  an  immense  worldwide 
audience.  When  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  played  a 
special  bicentennial  program  on  the  Esplanade  on 
July  4, 1976,  it  drew  the  biggest  audience  in  the  his¬ 
tory  of  orchestral  concerts,  with  more  than  400,000 
people  in  attendance.  "Better  than  Woodstock," 
Fiedler  said.  After  Arthur  Fiedler's  death  on  July  10, 
1979,  his  long-time  associate  conductor,  Harry  Ellis 
Dickson,  took  over  the  interim  leadership  of  the 
Orchestra,  along  with  a  number  of  guest  conductors. 
Meanwhile,  the  management  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
undertook  the  seemingly  impossible  task  of  finding  a 
successor  to  Arthur  Fiedler.  "Ironically,"  Richard 
Dyer  writes,  "the  person  no  one  thought  would  be 
interested  in  the  job. ..was  the  one  who  got  it." 

By  the  time  John  Williams  was  appointed  Conductor 
of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  January  1980,  his 
scores  for  Jaws,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  Star 
Wars,  and  Superman  had  made  him  the  best-known 
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composer  for  film  in  the  world  -  a  success  he  would 
confirm  with  his  music  for  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  E.T., 
Schindler's  List,  and  many  others.  Williams  also  had  an 
enviable  classical  training  (which  included  study  with 
the  legendary  piano  teacher  Rosina  Lhevinne  and 
with  composer  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco);  he  had 
worked  as  a  jazz  pianist  in  New  York,  and  he  had 
arranged  albums  for  popular  artists  such  as  Doris  Day 
and  Mahalia  Jackson.  At  the  time  of  his  appointment, 
he  had  not  yet  had  much  public  experience  as  a  con¬ 
ductor;  but  he  brought  to  the  podium  the  background, 
talent,  and  celebrity  to  succeed  at  a  daunting  assign¬ 
ment.  "He  has  preserved  the  best  of  Fiedler's  her¬ 
itage,"  Richard  Dyer  wrote,  "while  leading  the  Pops 
into  a  new  era." 

Williams  both  broadened  and  updated  the  Boston 
Pops  repertoire,  writing  and  commissioning  many  new 
compositions  while  also  introducing  arrangements  of 
recent  pieces  of  popular  music  -  such  as  film  scores  - 
that  would  be  suitable  for  orchestral  performance.  He 
has  maintained  the  popularity  of  the  Evening  at  Pops 
broadcasts;  he  has  traveled  extensively  with  the  Boston 
Pops,  crisscrossing  the  United  States  and  including 
engagements  at  the  White  House,  the  Lincoln 
Memorial  and  the  Statue  of  Liberty  (on  the  occasion  of 
its  centennial),  as  well  as  undertaking  three  tours  of 
Japan;  and  he  has  led  a  series  of  best-selling  recordings 
for  the  Philips  and  Sony  Classical  labels.  Among  his 
acclaimed  recordings  are  By  Request...  (an  album  of 
his  own  compositions);  The  Planets;  Pops  by  George  (an 
all-Gershwin  album);  Music  of  the  Night  (contemporary 
and  classic  show  tunes);  The  Spielberg/Williams 
Collaboration;  Joy  to  the  World  (Christmas  music); 
Unforgettable  (favorite  love  songs  by  Gershwin,  Porter, 
Rodgers,  and  Kern);  Night  and  Day  (a  tribute  to  Frank 
Sinatra);  Music  for  Stage  and  Screen  (featuring  compo¬ 
sitions  by  John  Williams  and  Aaron  Copland);  and  It 


Don't  Mean  a  Thing  If  It  Ain't  Got  That  Swing  (music 
from  the  swing  era,  featuring  Nancy  Wilson). 

At  Christmas  1991,  John  Williams  announced  that  he 
would  step  down  as  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  at 
the  end  of  1993,  at  which  time  he  assumed  the  title  of 
Laureate  Conductor.  He  also  agreed  to  serve  as  Music 
Adviser  while  the  Boston  Symphony  again  took  on  a 
seemingly  impossible  task  -  finding  someone  to  follow 
him.  The  appointment  as  twentieth  Conductor  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  -  and  the  third  Conductor  since 
Arthur  Fiedler  took  over  in  1930  -  fell  to  Keith  Lock¬ 
hart.  Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  New  York,  on  November 
7, 1959,  he  was  35  years  old  when  the  choice  was  made 
-  the  same  age  as  Arthur  Fiedler  had  been  at  the  time 
of  his  appointment.  Since  1992,  Lockhart  has  been 
engaged  in  three  posts  simultaneously,  as  Associate 
Conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony 
Orchestra  and  of  the  Cincinnati  Pops  and  as  Music 
Director  of  the  Cincinnati  Chamber  Orchestra. 

"He  is  becoming  the  conductor  of  an  orchestra  that 
has  earned  a  place  in  the  cultural  and  spiritual  life  of 
our  country,"  John  Williams  has  said.  "Seiji  Ozawa 
and  I  look  to  Keith  to  guide  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra,  and  it  is  deeply  satisfying  to  me  to  know 
that  I  will  be  on  hand  to  lend  him  support  in  every 
way  that  I  can." 

"For  a  lot  of  us  who  grew  up  in  the  1960s  and  '70s, 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  was  among  the  first  we 
ever  heard,"  Lockhart  commented  at  the  time  of  his 
appointment.  "In  fact,  millions  of  people  have  been 
introduced  to  the  splendor  of  live  orchestral  perfor¬ 
mance  through  the  concerts  that  Arthur  Fiedler  and 
John  Williams  have  given.  I  think  that  makes  the 
Boston  Pops  an  invaluable  resource.  It  was  always  my 
dream  - 1  believe  it's  every  conductor's  dream  -  to 
work  with  this  ensemble." 
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KEITH  LOCKHART 
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In  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twenti¬ 
eth  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  Mr.  Lockhart  was  born  in  Pough¬ 
keepsie,  New  York,  on  November  7,  1959.  He  began 
his  musical  studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of 
seven.  He  entered  Furman  University  in  Greenville, 
South  Carolina,  as  a  pre-law  major  but  eventually 
switched  to  a  double  major  in  music  and  German, 
spending  his  junior  year  in  Vienna  in  1979.  A  residency 
at  the  Aspen  Festival  in  Colorado  in  the  summer  of 
1980,  working  there  with  Leonard  Slatkin,  led  Mr. 
Lockhart  to  commit  himself  to  a  career  as  a  conductor. 
He  went  on  to  graduate  study  in  conducting  at 
Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh,  from  which 
he  received  his  M.F.A.  in  1983.  He  remained  in 
Pittsburgh  as  a  faculty  member  at  Carnegie-Mellon, 
where  he  taught  conducting  and  led  ensembles,  even¬ 
tually  becoming  Director  of  Orchestral  Activities. 
During  that  same  period,  he  assumed  the  post  of 
Conductor  of  the  Pittsburgh  Civic  Orchestra  as  well. 
In  1988,  while  retaining  his  posts  in  Pittsburgh,  he 
accepted  an  appointment  as  Assistant  Conductor  of 
the  Akron  Symphony  Orchestra  and  Conductor  of  the 
Akron  Youth  Symphony  and  began  commuting  by 
car  between  the  two  cities. 


Mr.  Lockhart  became  one  of  two  Conducting  Fellows 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  Institute  in  1989.  As 
part  of  his  fellowship,  he  conducted  three  perfor¬ 
mances  at  the  Hollywood  Bowl  as  part  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Summer  Music  Festival  and  worked  with 
Lynn  Harrell,  Charles  Dutoit,  and  Witold  Lutoslawski. 
The  following  year,  he  moved  to  Cincinnati  as  Assis¬ 
tant  Conductor  of  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  Orchestra. 
He  made  his  subscription  debut  with  the  Cincinnati 
Pops  Orchestra  in  October  1991  and  his  subscription 
debut  with  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  Orchestra  in 
April  1992.  Beginning  with  the  1992-93  season,  Keith 
Lockhart  served  as  Associate  Conductor  of  both  the 
Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras, 
while  also  becoming  Music  Director  of  the  Cincinnati 
Chamber  Orchestra.  While  in  Cincinnati,  he  designed 
and  conducted  the  orchestra's  educational  concerts; 
worked  extensively  with  the  Cincinnati  Symphony 
Youth  Orchestra;  and  inaugurated  an  informal  series 
of  his  own  design,  called  "Casual  Classics." 

Mr.  Lockhart  made  his  commercial  recording  debut  in 
1992  as  the  conductor  of  Christmas  Songs ,  a  Telarc 
release  with  Mel  Torme,  accompanied  by  the  Cincin¬ 
nati  Sinfonietta.  Mr.  Lockhart  also  has  served  as  con¬ 
ductor  for  a  tour  by  vocalist  Mandy  Patinkin.  As  a 
guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  both  orches¬ 
tral  and  educational  concerts  with  the  Chicago  Sym¬ 
phony  Orchestra,  the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic,  the 
Toronto  Symphony,  the  Indianapolis  Symphony,  the 
Vermont  Symphony,  the  Eugene  Symphony,  the  Long 
Island  Philharmonic,  the  Naples  (Florida)  Philhar¬ 
monic,  and  the  Orquesta  Sinfonica  de  Tucuman 
(Argentina).  He  made  his  Symphony  Hall  debut  with 
the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  in  June  1993. 

He  conducted  that  ensemble  again  in  September  1993 
in  a  local  area  concert  and  made  his  debut  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  at  Symphony  Hall  in  May  1994. 

Keith  Lockhart  studied  piano  with  John  Noel  Roberts, 
Gwendolyn  Stevens,  and  Maria-Regina  Seidlhofer  of 
the  Vienna  Hochschule.  His  training  as  a  conductor 
included  study  with  Istvan  Jaray,  Otto- Werner  Mueller, 
Harold  Farberman,  and  Werner  Torkanowsky.  With 
his  appointment  to  the  position  of  Boston  Pops 
Conductor,  Keith  Lockhart  succeeds  John  Williams, 
who  held  that  position  since  1980.  The  35-year-old 
Lockhart  is  only  the  third  conductor  to  lead  the 
Boston  Pops  since  1930,  when  Arthur  Fiedler,  who 
was  himself  35,  began  his  tenure  with  the  orchestra.

Lounges  and  Bar  Service:  There  are  two  lounges  in 
Symphony  Hall.
